In retaliation for British solidarity 
with other nations at The Hague 
against the Boisheviki the latter | 
have seized three British steamers | 


and arrested three Britishers at 
Batoum, according to advices re- 
ceived by radio from the former 
British Consul at Baku. It is un- 
derstood, furthermore, that Mos- 
cow is repudiating the agreement 
with the Shell interests and now 
intends to nationalize all oil prop- 
erties at Baku, regardless of pre- 
vious ownership. 

The Britishers being held by the 
Bolsheviki are Mr. Sully, manager 
of the Shell Transport; Mr. Moe, 
his attorney, and J. Dodge, 
suspected of being an agent of the 
Anglo-Persian Ol] Company. The 
steamers seized are the George, 
Edric and the Lady Helena. The 
British commercial firm of Whit- 
hall Company was closed by the 
Bolsheviki on Friday. During the 
night the seals on the doors were 
broken and the shops raided. 
Money was not touched, Dut all 
documents in the place, even to 
torn paper in the wastebasket, were 
taken. 

Mr. Dodge, who is the son of an 
American mother, and a nephew 
of Winston Churchill, recently ar- 
rived in Batoum from Persia. 
When arrested by the Cheka they 
actused him of being an agent for 
the Anglio-Persian Standard com- 
bine, charging that he had at- 
tempted to purchase large holdings 
in the Baku felds. He nfaintained 
he was merely a merchant, but pa- 
pers in his possession indicated 
that he is interested in the pur- 
chase of Baku property. The En- 
giishmen, though not jailed, age 
guarded constantly.

Bome 
experts, unofficially, are estimating 
the yield as high as 250,000,000. — 

With 250,000,000 bushels of 
corn, worth $150,000,000, Ne- 
braska has the equivalent of 10. 
606.000 tons of coal stored on its 
vast farms And this Wil far 
and away take caré of the fuel 
needs of all the farmers in the 
State. 

But while the farmers and the 
of the mall towns wil! 
be well taken care of, the city 
dwellers in Nebraska wiil have 
to burn coal, as usual. And should 
there be no coal, the citizens of 
the cities will euffer. City fur- 
naces and fire pots are not built in 
such a way as to permit of the 
burning of coal. But in the old- 
fashioned barrel stoves, so pop- 
ular on the western farm, corn 
can be burned just about as easily 
as can coal. 


EXPERIMENT TRIED 
Last year corn got down to 
about 17 cents per bushel. Coal | 
went up to something like 116 


or $18 per ton. During this pe- 
riod literally thousands of N. 
braska farmers burned corn aan 


their stoves instead of coal in 
an earlier day, before the coming | 
of the railroads, Nebraska farm 
ers had nothing else but corn to 
burn and practically no coal was | 
used in those days. This condition 
existed for years. 80 to burn | 
corn instead of coal is not new o 
Nebraska farmers. They know all | 
about it. 

Nebraska wants the coal atrike | 
settled.

But Nebraska is not going to | 
suffer with cold when it has 260.. | 
000,000 bushels of corn, the 
equivalent of 10,000,000 tone of | 
coal, in ite big granary.

Even should the coal strike be 
settled Immediately coal men es- 
timate there will be a shortage of 
coal in Nebraska, since every ton | 
must be brought from other States.

At last accounts the shipload of 
Chinese, who were being held in 
the harbor at Salina Crus because 
the vessel had been attached for 
failure to pay its coaling bill, had 
been reduced in number from 600 
to about 200 by deaths. These 
Chinese were taken from 
Canton, China, to South America, 
where they were under contract as 
laborers. About eight months ago 
the steamship which was carrying 
them put inte the harbor at Sa- 
tina has been held 
there ever since. and 
famine soon afflicted the coolies. 
By special permission of the 
Mexican government the survivors 
are now allowed to camp in the 
outskirts of town. 


ACTION OF MINISTER 

The Chinese Minister to Mexico 
is gaid to have done what he could 
to relieve the condition of his ma- 
rooned countrymen. For several 
months the coolies were not per- 
mitted to leave the ship while it 
lay anchored in the harbor.

FORMATION OF ALCOHOL 
Pasteur, in his studies of yeasts, 

was the first to show that alcohol- 
le fermentation goes on with the 
growth of the yeast plants. The 
yeast, shut away from free oxygen, 
which all ving things must have, 
is obliged to take it from the su- 
gar compound. out the 
oxygen through ferment action al- 
coho! is formed. 

Besides bakers’ and brewers’ 
yeasts, which man has cultivated 
for his uses for ages, there are 
over 500 kinds of wild yeast plants. 
Like bacteria, these minute living 
things float through the air and 
are carried from place to place by 
insects. Files carry twenty-six 
times as many yeasts as are borne 
on the air. These microscopic 
plants not only lodge on the fiy’s 
legs and feet, but are also swal- 
lowed by the transporting insect 
and rapidly multiply in the syrupy 
flufd of the host's crop. 

These wild yeast cells cover 
fruits and thus cause the sweet 
juice of grapes to form the alco- 
hol of wine and the juice of ap 
ples, the alcohol of cider. 

In striking contrast to the sim- 
plicity of the yeast plant’s method 
of reproduction is the involved 
process by which higher, flower- 
ing plants reproduce.

size have concluded that their li- 
brary needs would be served with- 
out a large central reservoir of 
books, we find no instance of the 
kind. Within fifteen years San 
Francisco, Portland, St. Louis, Bt. 
Paul, Indianapolis, Detroit, and 
New York, have all opened large 
central library buildings, and 
Cleveland and Philadelphia are 
now drawing plans for such build- 
ings. In all these cases it has been 
recognized that there should be 
concentrated in the central bulld- 
ing all the reference resourees of 
the library system. The problem 
in Los Angeles is not different 
from that which presented itself 
to the Library Boards of the cities 
named. 

If the attempt were made here 
to build a series of comparatively 
large community libraries and div 
tribute among them the reference 
material which it was thought 
would serve the needs 
neighborhood, it would inevitably 
happen that readers would not find 
in the community library in their 
they 
needed to consult. The result 
would be that the readers from a 
given section would have te go to 
the different parte of the city with 
much lees of time and by no 
method could they be told as to 
which section they should go for 
the information desired. 

The present Central Library in 
Les Angeles, now housed in the 
Metropolitan Bullding at Fifth and 
Broadway, contains no 
sixteen departments, including the 
brary school. Ten of these are 
reference departments which make 
a direct contact with readers. Five 
ot the remainder are concerned 
with such technical processes as 
cataloguing, ordering, binding, and 
the like and one oni given up to 
the recreational side of the u- 
brary’s work, the circulation of 
fiction. In other words the work of 
the Central Library has become 
so highly specialized that it has 
been found advantageous to create 
ten different departments dealing 
with as many different groups of 
our citizens whose needs are so im- 
Important that only by department- 
al service could they be satisfied. if 
the attempt were made to break up 
thie infinvely varied and special. 
ized service and distribute it for 
fhe most part among community 
libraries, the result could be noth- 
ing but confusion. The fact is that 
both a strong central library and 
many community libraries are 
needed. There should be a strong

This is the 
ideal public library system toward 
which we should pe growing in 
Los Angeles, but it can only be 
realized when much larger funds 
are placed at the disposal of the 
LAbrary Board. As time goes on, 
it is to be expected that the pres- 
ent large circulation annually of 
over one million books from the 
Central Library Building will de- 
come less and less and will be 
taken up more and more by the 
various branches, but the central 
library as a headquarters of in- 
| formation for students ard citizens 
and as a reservoir of books from 
which the branches may draw 4s 
needed to meet all kinds of de- 
mands will never be supe . 

It will be a matter of interest 
to many of our citizens, including 
the writer of the article to which 
this is an answer, to know that 
the program of the Library Board 
Includes a substantial addition to 
he number of branch libraries in 
the public library system.

Wireless Experiments to 
Safely Guide Vessels by 
Shore Controls 


That the responsibility of navi- 
gators of coast wiese vessels during 
foggy weather will be reduced to a 
minimum as soon as the special 
radio equipment now being per- 
fected for the instant finding of 
bearings, shall become generally 
adopted is the firm opinion of N. 
H. Anderson, port captain of the 
Los Angeles Steamship Company. 

“The exhaustive teste which 
have been carried out both in New 
York and in San Francisco har- 
bors, must, I think, have convinoed 
all shipping men of the incal- 
culable benefite which this latest 
application of radio is conferring 
upon the entire shipping industry 
and especially upon thag concerned 
in coastwiee travel where fog con- 
ditions give the greatest trouble,” 
sald Capt. Anderson.

LONDON FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
ALLIED

(BY DISPATCH } 
LONDON, Aug. 13.—The allied 
conference completely dominated 
the movement of foreign exchanges 
this week, while the London stock 
exchange remained dull and fea- 
ture ess. Before the reparations 
negoUations proceeded far, how 
ever, the general feeling spread, 
that while there would not be a 
rupture in the entente ther also 
would have to ensue another con- 
ference to tackle the reparations 
and debdt problems as a whole. Lon- 
don financiers have memories of 
the conference here over a year ago 
whea the Allied sanctions decided 
against Germany and they also 
know that the conference was un- 
productive. 

For instance, Britain. which 
mediately began collecting the tax 
of 26 per cent on exports to Britain 
in accordance with the London de- 
cision, received in more than a year 
only mix millions pounds from this 
source. The expectation that the 


present conference would produce 


moratoriums has been discounted 
long since, and since there seems no 
probabliity of any arrangement 
whereby an international loan to 
Gormany will be made possible, the
